An old enr or locomolive would not be hable
to an ad valorem tax on account of any repaies
maude thereon, but all articles used (o such
repuirs, or new parts furnished, which have tn
themeelves & commerclal valae, and which
would be liable o tax 1t sold or removed trom
the place of manutacture for sale, are equally
Nable to tax when made for and used in tohe
repalrs of old cars uond engines,

'he ruling s behieved (o have been striotly in
accordauce with the law in foree at that time,
and 1 kuow of no reason why it is not entirsly
and sinictly in accordance with the provision of
the law as now in force. Itis belleved to bhe
impracticable to determine what & new work,
or what is repulrs, by sdopting as & rule the
relative percentage which the new aud the old
bear to the tinished car or engine,

Repairs, however great, which do not destroy
the identity of the artiole or thing repaired, are
#1ill repairs, and not taxable; but when a car or
engine is substantially new, though containing
some part or piecos which bave besn more or
less used in other cars or engines, they are to be
taxed on their entire value, less such deductions
as the law allows; car bodies and trucks, when
made by different persons, firms, or companies,
are considercd as separste ond distiner manu-
factures, avd each 18 to be assessod upon them
when put together, unless they shall be increased
in vilue by painting, varnishiong, or being otheor-
wise more completely finished, or fitted lor uso
or sale, in which event they will be liable to an
additional tax of five per cént. on the amount of
increased value,

When a new car body Is made for an old
truck, or new trucks for an o'd sar body, the
car body or trucks are to be taxed as new work.

Cart which are reconstructed by plucing
bodies which have been in use, and on which &
tax has been paid, and trucks which have in
like maoper been in use and subject to tax, are
not Hable to an additiona) tax, and trucks which
are recongtrueted from material selected from
two or more trucks which bhave been in use, will
not be considered “‘new manofactures,” but
repaire only.
